i. The corn yield for Moldavia and Bucovia during 1946 averaged zero to ten kile- 
grams per hectare compared to the average corn yield of 11,000 !:ilograms per 
hectare in 1939. The wheat yield for the same region was 80 to 100 kilograms 
per hectare, and in some areas as low as from zero to 20 kilograms, The average 
wheat yield for 1939 was 1,330 kilogrems per hectare, 


The potato harvest did not exceed fifty percent of normal at any time during the 
year. The sunflower, bean and vegetable harvests wers totally inadequate, 


The poor harvest was caused principally by the fact that not more than five per 
cent of the ara2- land conld he placed under cultivation because of the removal - 
or so much farm machinery, seed and fuel by the Russians. There wae also a short— 
age of fodder for draft animals and the extreme droughts of last sumer contribut— 
ed to the lack of an adequate harvest, It is estinated that 200,000 carloads of 
grain would be necessary to alleviate the starvation diet of the Rumanian people 


and 100,000 carloads of seed would be needed to plant sufficient crops for next 
year,

3. Some 38,000 cases of typhus were reported in Moldavia which has a population of 
three millions, 


in some areas of Rumania, infant mortality has reached a figure as high as 80 
percent.
